Stiff. Advance in German 


"Discount Rate Was 


Fully Expected. 


New York, Nov. 8.—The advance in 


the. discount. rate of -the Imperial 
Bank of Germany is further evidence 
of the determination of European 
money centers' to. protect their gold 
stockS'-against depletion, by the United 
States. Tne advance was fully anti- 
cipated, as Governor Koch, ot the Im- 
perial German bank, said a week ago 
that an increase-in the English bank 
rate would lead to similar action by 
Germany, and his course yesterday ;n 
galling a meeting of the directors of 
the Imperial bank for today definitely 
foreshadowed the advance. The rate 
as now fixed is tho highest the Ger- 
man bank ever had. 


Only a small part of the recent 


American 
gold engagements have 


been taken directly from Germany, 
but the German stock ot gold has been 
depleted indirectly, as the American 
•engagements 
at 
other 
European 


money markets have resulted In large 
exports of gold to England and Hol- 
land. 
The Amer. an gold engage- 


ments already placed in Europe ap- 
proximate $40.000,000 (so that the 
present increases of foreign bank 
rates do not operate as seriously as 
they -might have done during the 
early days ot the money stringency. 
About $30.000,000 ot gold has already 
reached New York, including the Lu- 
sitania's stock of $12,000,000 brought 
ashore today. 
Aside from the gold movement the 


financial situation shows an absence 
of notable 'developments and steady 
•tendency back to normal conditions. 


GolH Imports Growing. 


The total known engagements of 


gold for import from Europe since 
the financial stringency began was 
brought tip to $47,250.000 today by 
the "announcement 
of- Heidelback 


Ickelheimer and company that they 
had engaged $1.200.000 additional and 
by the publication of various .other 
engagements amounting to nearly $F.-

self that established the

mark, and incidentally she added sev- 
eral new records to her credit. These 
include the best single day's run— 
618 knots, made November 6—an aver- 
age of more than 600 knots for every 
full day, 'and an average hourly speed 
of 24.25 knots for the full 2,781 miles. 


On her last voyage the Lusitania 


covered the distance in 
four days, 


nineteen'hours and fifty-two minutes. 
The voyage ended today, over the 
same courso. was completed in four 
days, eighteen hours and forty min- 
utes, thus clipping one 
hour 
and 


twelve minutes from the previous low 
mark. 


Against Bad Conditions. 


And this was done in the face o£ 


corditions none too favorable. 
From 


the start the weather was stormy and 
on the last two days when the big 
steamer was on the home stretch, 
where the greatest burst of speed 
might havo been expected, she drove 
straight into the teeth of a strong 
wind.- high, confused spas and occa- 
sional sharp squalls. The days' runs 
for the voyage were 21. COR. filfi. 618, 
610 and 310 knots.

spite of this fact, those who are ac; 
qnainted with the situation are aware 
t-liat Mr. Root is disposed to lay down 
the burden of public llfo almost any 
day. 


He had practically decided to re- 


tire early In the summer, but decided 
to remain for a while at the earnest 
solicitation of President 
Roosevelt. 


Mrs. Root was anxious for the secre-. 
tary to retlro at once nnd he would 
have done so had It not been that 
President Roosevelt, suggested a trip 
to Muldoon's JIB a last resort. 


The visit there benefited the secre- 


tary of state imim-nsely. He looked 
better when bo returned and felt 
stronger. 
Since then, however, ho 


has slipped back to some extent nnd, 
although nothing official has taken 
place between him nnd the president, 
friends of th*> secretary sny unlesx he, 
Improves a great deal within n short 
time he will retire from office. 


He ha* had a serious derangement 


ot the stomach for years and this has 
been complicated by nervous trouble 
brought on by overwork In bis office, 
the result being that at the present 
time absolute cessation from work 
Booms to be tho only safety for him. 


Greit Power In Administration. 


It will bo a great misfortune to lose 


tho services of Secretary Root at the 
present time. 
He hns been a great 


power In tho administration, and now 
that Taft Is away he IB the only really 
great lawyer left, ns an adviser In mat- 
ters outside the department of Justice. 
Side by slrlo with Taft. Secretary 
Root has participated In tho develop- 
ment of tho new system of govern- 
ment made necessary by the Spanish 
war. Besides thnt he has acted ns 
general adviser for two presidents. 
McKinley and Roosovelt, and It has 
frequently been said he 
did more 


work at the white house than In his 
own office. 


If Mr. Root were a younger man 


and his health did not appear to be so 
materially undermined he would un- 
questionably prove a formidable can- 
didate for the presidency. 
There is 


little doubt that If he cared to do it lie 
could make n good fight for delegates 
In New York state even against 
Hughes, and 1here are those who say 
the 
secretary of state could have 


pretty nearly a solid delegation If be 
wanted it. Mr. Root has always been 
a power In politics. He has a knack 
of coming Into a campaign at the 
right time and saying Uie right thing 
In such a forcible manner that he 
commands attention. 


Saved Hughes from Defeat. 


When 
he 
made his 
celebrated 


soeeoh as mouthpiece of President 
Roosevelt last year he delivered the 
final blow to Hearst, and the chances 
are that without that speech and with- 
out Secretary Root's wonderful ca- 
pacity for putting the right thing for- 
ward Hughes would not now be gover- 
; nor and Hearst would be contending 


j with Bryan for the democratic nomi- 


I nation for the presidency. 


Secretary Root's friends long ago 


determined that the condition of his 
health would prevent his becoming an 


I active candidate for the presidency. 
| He Is now in his sixty-third year and 
j has been practicing law for the last 
j forty years. Never with a robust con- 
stitution and yet an indefatigable 
worker at everything he undertook, 


i EHhu Root has lived for years upon 
! his nerve force. Everything he has 
i done in the government has been thor- 
i oughly done, but he has accomplished 
; his work only as a result of a great 
j expenditure of vital capacity. 
He has 


! not broken down at all, and he Is as 
energetic as ever to outward appear- 
ances, but he realizes It will be neces- 
sary for him to reduce pressure ma- 
terially. If he takes things easy for 
a while he will live to be an old man. 
Came to McKinley In Trying Time. 
It was a trying time when Secretary 


Root came into the McKinley cabinet. 
This was In August, 1898, less than 
a year after the signing of the treaty 
of peace with Spain. The expansion 
policy of this government had not 
been formulated. 
Aguinaldo was in 


rebellion In tfto Philippines, Cuba was 
In.the hands of our soldiers, but there 
was a great deal of discontent In the 
island, sanitary conditions were, un- 
favorable, and no one could predict 
American occupation. At the same, 
time there werp muttering* of a dif- 
ficulty In China.

prepared the flrst bill of rights for 
the Filipinos which the democrats .it

When Secretary Root was forced to 


give up tho war department and re- 
turn to private practice in Now York, 
his place was taken by Secretary Tnft 
on the ground that the Philippines 
constituted a most serious problem, 
before the war department and need- 
ed the services of an expert. 
Mr. 


Root would have stayed In-private life 
had It not been for the death of John 
Hay. There was then no ono who un- 
derstood the foreign policy ot the 
United States so well as the former 
Rocrottiry of war. Ho returned to 
Washington on the personal solicita- 
tion of President Roosevelt' and since 
last spring he has remained for that 
reason only. 


Since then Secretary Root has been 


the personal, confidential adviser of 
President Roosevelt. '

THIRD TERMERS START 


VERY BITTER WAR 


Hope to Crush Presidential 


Hopes of New York 


Governor. 


Washington, Nov. 8.—"War on Gov- 


ernor Hughes" is now the slogan of 
the third termers who have started 
out to make President Roosevelt the 
nominee of his party regardless of his 
election night announcement of 1904. 
The fight the president's friends have 
been making against Hughes in New 
York has taken on a national scope. 
The country-wide fight on Hughes be- 
gan as soon as the election was over. 


•The executive is to he squarely at- 


tacked by the third-term forces. 
He 


will be heralded far and wide as the 
tool and friend of the corporations. 
The crusade has been carefully plan- 
ned. 
He will be assailed vigorously 


because of his veto of the 2-cent rail- 
road fare bill that was passed by the 
New York legislature 
last 
winter., 


Using this veto as a club an effort 
will be made to impress npon the re- 
publicans of many states that Hughes 
is utterly unavailable as presidential 
material. - 


Hughes Would Be Embarrassing. 
For example, 
quite a number of 


states where the republicans are in 
control have passed 2-cent railroad 
fare bills during the last two or three 
years. 
The republicans of many of 


the states, like Indiana, for example, 
adopted 2-eent fare planks in their 
state platforms and then proceeded to 
carry out their platform pledges by 
enacting laws in accordance there- 
with. 


It -will be represented to the repub- 


lican leaders of these states that they 
will be in a sorry fix if Hughes should 
happen to be nominated, 
as 
they 


would be put in the defensive attitude 
of having to apologize for a candidate 
who vetoed the very sort of 2-cent 
fare bill that they had to put through 
thoir respective states. 


It Is charged that Hughes' veto of 


the 2-cent fare bill was a huge service 
to the railroads because it gave them 
a weapon with which to fight such 
legislation In other states. 


The third-termers also will go after 


Hughes on account of the public util- 
ities bill, which, they assert, despite 
the high-sounding praises that were 
'bestowed upon It, is turning out in 
actual practice to be a corporation 
measure and just such a law as the 
utility corporations wanted. 


The claim Is made that In vetoing 


the 2-cent fare bill Hughes slapped In 
the face the republican legislatures 
and executives of half the country 
and furnished tlio most powerful ar- 
gument the railroad had to use before 
the legislatures of the states, where 
2-cent fare bills were under considera- 
tion and that in securing the passage 
of the public utilities bill he played 
directly into the hands of the corpora- 
tions. 


Taft Is Impossible. 


In this connection the visit which 


Timothy Woodruff and_ 
other 
New 


York leaders have planned to make 
at the white house on Saturday Of 
next week is regarded as highly Im- 
portant. 
It Is believed the president 


has concluded that Taft 
could not 


make any headway at all in a contest 
with Hughes for the New York dele- 
gation. 
Woodruff and his crowd real- 


izes that time is precious for Hughes 
In making great headway In 
New 


York. 
Woodruff is going to tell the 


president that he must allow the third 
termers to have their way and must 
consent to run himself. It is expected 
that the conference will develop meas- 
ures for controlling the New York 
delegation. 


From all quarters the insistent opin- 


ion is reaching the president that the 
Ohio result has ;,een the final blow to 
Taft's 
chances. 
Senator 
Gallinger 


called at the white house yesterday 
morning and when asked about the 
Taft strength in New England frankly 
said the Ohio election results had 
made Taft impossible. 


It Is apparent that there will be 


some very Interesting moves on the 
political checkerboard this month. 


CHOLERA DANGER PASSES. 


Cold Weather Checks Spread of Dis- 


ease in Russia. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 8.—Cholera is 


everywhere on the decrease in Russia, 
owing to the influence of the cold 
weather and the danger this year Is 
regarded as being over.

sidered certain however, that cholera 
will break out again in increased in- 
tensity next, spring and a conference 
has been called to meet in St. Peters- 
burg to discuss preventive measures 
and especially the steps to be taken 
in order to check the spread of the 
disease along the great water routes 
in the interior of Russia.

upon some system that would really 
clean their cars. They have had the 
housewife's horror of dirt or if they 
hadn't, the;" knew tneir passengers 
had. Their efforts have also been in- 
fluenced by protests on the part of 
physicians and state beards of health 
regarding the insanitary condition of 
cars not thoroughly cleaned. 


Sonic roacis have adopted Hip meth- 


od of blowing dust and dirt out of the 
car by compressed air. But this has 
callod forth oven more protests from 
health officials because it simply scat- 
ters all over the car the dust and any 
germs that may have come from sick 
passengers. 
Milwaukee Inventor Solves Problem. 


The Milwaukee man's cleaning sys- 


tem works just the opposite way. 
"Dust sucker" is the expressive name 
the railroad men have given his in- 
vention. And that's just what it is. 
It is a suction apparatus by which iill 
the dust, and dirt and germs are 
drawn out. of the cushions and carpets 
of a car through a hose into a tank 
outside. The suction or vacuum is 
produced by compressed air, which all 
the railroads have in their yards for 
testing air brakes. 
Simple, but no- 


body thought of it before. Mr. Match- 
ctte. who did the thinking, has in- 
vented a number of air-cleaning de- 
vices which arc used in hotels, resi- 
dences, offices, theaters and churches. 


You've seen these cleaning wagons 


that come around to your house, run 
in a hose through the front door, and. 
as their owners claim, do your spring 
housecleaning while a reception Is go- 
Ing on. 
Or maybe you have been In 


a hotel when the morning sweeping 
was being done by a "dust sucker" at- 
tached to a plug out In the corridor. 
Well, this railroad 
"dust 
sucker" 


works on tho same principle as thes «J 
cleaning devices. 


How the Dust Sucker Works. 


The workman cleaning a car car- 


ries around wltn him tho end of a 
hose on which Is a Hat nozzle. This 
nozzlo ho simply passes over the sur- 
face of cushions and carpets and pres- 
to! the dust and dirt arc sucked into 
the hose which runs out through tho 
window to the dust tank. When he 
has finished the car cushions are as 
clean as a whistle and tho tank out- 
side contains two or three pounds of 
dirt. 


The new vacuum system has recent- 


ly been Installed by one of the big 
western railroads, which Is now call- 
ing Itself "The Sanitary Way." 
Other 


roads In tho oast, and elsewhere have 
adopted the "dust sucker" and have 
found It good. 
Health officers who 


have seen it work think that vacuum 
cleaning will solve the problem of 
sanitary railway cars as It has solved 
the problem of sanitary buildings. 


Just to see how much more effective 


the "dust sucker" is than the old 
ways of cleaning a test was recently 
made at Chicago In the presence of 
several railroad officials. 
A sleeping 


car which had just been thoroughly 
cleaned by compressed air was se- 
lected and tho "dust sucker" put on. 
Two pounds and twelve ounces of dirt 
were removed from the cushions and 
carpet of this "clean" car. 


Adds to Milwaukee's Industries. 
Milwaukee figures that the vacuum 


car cleaner will add another to her 
already big list of industries. 
Few 


people realize that the Cream City is 
one of the most important manufactur- 
ing cities in the United States. Boer 
Is by no means tho only product. 
Milwaukee leads the country in the 
production of leather. It is the site of 
one of the largest rolling mills of the 
steel trust. 
Steam shovels from one 


of Its factories are digging the Pana- 
ma canal. Engines and heavy ma- 
chinery from a Milwaukee factory are 
used all over the world. Its smaller 
factories are legion.

each violation of the safety appliance 
law, and it becomes the duty of the 
commission to collect the penalties. 
Testimony at the hearing of the suit 
to collect the penalty may flx the re- 
sponsibility for the accident which 
caused Manllefs death, and may re- 
sult in further prosecution, although 
members of the commission insist that 
no criminal laws have been violated. 
Coroner Petersdorf In bis verdict will 
hold that Manlief came to his death 
through his own carelessness. 
The 


suit by the railroad commission may 
develop new fields for the coroner, It 
is asserted. 


The report of David E. Matthews, 


the 
commissioner's inspector, 
who 


was sent to investigate the accident, 
was filed in writing. In part the re- 
port of Inspector Matthews says:

literature and circulars, went through 
the United States mails. 
Lewis, In 


advertisements, said that his publica- 
tions reached 2,200,000 families. 


"At the time of the organization of 


this bank, known by various names, 
on Dec. 14, 1904. this defendant had 
received $1,185,000 from these fam- 
ilies. His advertisements and his cir- 
culars all stated that for every dollar 
put In by his readers he would put In 
$1 of his own, and all he over put In 
was enough 
to buy" -two shares nf

A Workman Hurled Forty 


Feet Into Air and 


Fatally Hurt. 


Bloomlngton, Ind., Nov. S.—An ex- 


plosion occurred 
yesterday 
at 
the 


plant of the Indiana Creosoting com- 
pany, wrecking the 160.000-gallon tank 
and seriously injuring Milton L. Dlck- 
ason, who was foreman of the retort 
house. 


The plant Is situated below the Mo- 


non yards over a mile south of the 
city, but the report jarred residences 
in every part of town. 


The big holder, which was erected 


at a cost of $10,000, is a complete 
wreck. Workmen during the morning 
had been pumping out the oil to place 
it in an underground tank. Dickason. 
believing that the holder was about 
empty, climbed the iron ladder until 
he reached the top, thirty feet high. 
Then he looked down into the tank 
when the explosion took place. 
The 


top of the holder was blown away and 
an eye witness says that Dickason 
was pitched at least twenty feet in 
the air. He landed forty feet west of 
the tank In the center of the Monon 
railroad track, unconscious and bleed- 
ing with his arms and legs broken, his 
right arm burned from the hand up to 
the shoulder, his eyebrows burned off 
and with scratches on his face. Dick- 
ason was brought to the Bloornington 
hospital and stands a chance for re- 
covery. 
He is 25 years old. lives at 


Mario'n. O.. and Is a nephew of L. T. 
Dickason, one of the owners of the 
plant. 


Dickason declares he did not strike 


a match and thinks the explosion was 
due to spontaneous combustion. 


Although a long way out of the fire 


limit the fire department took 
the 


steamer to the scene and placing the 
hose in a creek saved the five other 
big buildings from destruction. 
The 


creosotlng plant is owned by Col. L. 
T. Dickason. of Chicago; Tobe Hert. 
of Jeffersonville. and others and was 
erected in the last year at a cost of 
$225,000.

STEEL PASSENGER CUBS 


WILL BE STANDARD 


FDR PEIISY 


No More Wooden Cars for 


Lines East of Pittsburg 


—Shop and Rail. 


Steel passenger cars being built at 


th« Pennsylvania railroad shops, will 
b* completed In the near future and 
placed in service on the main line 
east of Plttsburg. The -wooden pas- 
senger cars now In use on the lines 
east will be transferred to the Fort 
Wayne and Panhandle divisions. Thir- 
ty-five steel passenger cars are now in 
course ot construction at the com- 
pany's shops, some of which are about 
ready. While the company has been 
experimenting 
for some 
tlmo with 


steel coaches,, mall and express cars, 
these will be the first steel passenger 


cars to be placed in through sen-ice. 


Pennsylvania railroad officials an- 


nounce that no more wooden passen- 
ger cars will be ordered for the lines 
east oC Fittsburg and Erie provided 
a sufficient number ot steel cars can 
be procured to handle the business. 
For the first time in many years the 
Pennsylvania lines west will not or- 
der any new passenger cars this year. 
It was intended to use steel equip- 
ment for through 
service 
between 


New York and Chicago, but owing to 
the fact that railroads and the build- 
ers cannot agree on prices, steel cars 
will be used only on the lines east.

'The Y. M. t*. A. recognizes and takes 
advantage of tho two Rrwit laws govern- 
ing the growth of bovs nnd younir men. 
Those nr« the Inws of activity nnil nnsu- 
clntlon. 
"By knowing nnil understanding thono 
lawn tho Y. II. C. A. Is able lo direct the 
activities of ihc young men and to a 
large extent determine their associations. 
All normal boys aro active. Their in'tlv- 
Ity. however, la not always directed iilonif 
the proper linen. This, then. In ono or 
the problems before tho lenders In this 
great, movement. If the activities of th*. 
youiiB men aro properly considered nnd 
looked after 
lift can bo. trained in the 
paths of usefulness and ran thereby con- 
tribute to tho benefit of mankind. 
The 
time to begin this training Is In early 
boyhood. In the early dnya of the young 
nifin they can be changed from tendencies 
alonK Improper lines and turned Into bet- 
ter nnlhf. Their activities can be direct- 
ed, out. not thwarted, because activity 19 
one of the Immutable laws of growth. 
"Thn law of associations Is another of 
tho groat laws that Is recognized by this 
association and, by It they seek to mold 
hnfofts 
ami oharueter. 
Tbero 
IP Im- 


planted In each Individual n desire for 
companionship. It Is this desire, that has 
led to ihc organization of many of our 
great Institutions, churches, secret socie- 
ties, and even government Itself came 
as a result of the desire of mankind to 
have companions and associates. 
This 
desire Is strong throughout life and It Is 
stronger in youth. And it always seeks 
and finds some, sort of satisfaction. 
Purpose of the Y. M. C. A. 
"The Y. M. P. A. seeks to make the as- 
sociations of our boys such as to make 
them men of character. It Is dllTlcult to 
say how much we owe to our environ- 
ment. Some learned men say that the 
kind ot man the boy makes depends 
entirely upon the blood that is In him. 
Others take the view that a man's desti- 
ny depends both upon blood and environ- 
ment. 
"\Ve have no means of proving 
the certainty of cither of theso theories, 
but J am Inclined to think that wo arc 
all very largely creatures of our surround- 
lr.g«. 
Our lives are molded to a groat 
extent by what we come in contact with. 
"Some one has said that each Individ- 
ual is. an omnibus In which everybody 
that he ever mot rides. 
This must be 
largely true. For If It Is not all schools, 
churches and libraries are of no avail. 
They would be needless. 
But we know 
that these good Influences are gradually 
bringing the human race to a. high des- 
tiny. Civilization is moving forward by 
leaps and bounds, and the old saying that 
'The world is growing wiser ana weaker' 
has given away to the new truth that 
•The 
world 
is 
growing 
wiser 
and 
stronger.' 
"Tlils Is true because man Is putting 
himself more in harmony with the laws 
that gov«rn his physical, mental and 
.moral self: or In other, words, because 
man is learning and seeking that envi- 
ronment under which he develops to the 
best advantage. 
In this regard, the Y. 
M. C. A, movements are a great factor. 
It offers association and companionship 
In places where the atmosphere Is pure 
ana teachings good and where the proper 
things are brought to bear to mold char- 
acters along good lines. 
"The value of this organization 
has 
long been recognized by our great busi- 
ness Interests. 
The heads or our great 
corporations rf-allzo that the young men 
who are brought under the influence of 
the Y. M. C. A. are a bettor and a moro 
reliable employe and for this reason the 
great railroads and other large Industries 
of our country are building T. M. C. A.

"After It was over the eastern club 
representatives reiterated their declara- 
tion that the O. and P. as constituted 
Is a dead one, and never will go through 
another season. 
Some of the western 
magnates were for putting clubs In Akron 
and Youngstown if the present compan- 
ies gnve up. Such a course Is almost Im- 
possible, as none of the western clubs 
have any more than enough capital to 
make up the deficiencies 
they 
suffered 
during the past season. 
"The representatives of the eastern sec- 
tion voiced the opinion that at least one 
and maybe two western clubs had enough 
baseball, but wanted 
to protect their 
franchises for
